Its Extension

Three Years. 


W ashington, Nov. 18.—A. W. Ma- 
chcn. general superintendent of the 
free delivery system, in his report 
for the fiscal year 1902, estim ates that 
within the next three years, when 
(he extension of the rural free deliv­ 
ery service is completed, there will 
be 40.000 carriers employed, who will 
cover a territory of 700,000 square 
miles and make necessary an annual 
appropriation 
of 
about 
$24,000,000. 
The territory of th© United States 
available for rural free delivery em­ 
braces about 1.000,000 square miles. 
or one-third of the country's area, in­ 
cluding Alaska, and the 11,650 routes 
now in operation cover a littIt* more 
than 300,000 square mil* s. so that al­ 
most one-third of the available terri­ 
tory has been provided with service. 
Mr. Machen says that while for the 
last five years tip* annual increase 
in the appropriations for the rural 
sendee has averaged over 200 per 
cent in two or three year, when the 
complete extension shall have been 
effected, the rate of increase ought 
not to exceed 8 or 9 per cent, the rate 
maintained in the older branches of 
the service. 
The report says: 
The sooner the service is completed 
th© more quickly will the full effect 
of its influence on the postal revenue 
be felt. 
Hereafter the extension of 
the service should be made at the 
rate of 12.000 routes a year until it 
becomes universal. 
To do this tho 
departm ent will require such largely 
increased 
appropriations 
that the 
annual ixistal deficits for the ensuing 
two 
or three years will 
probably 
reach $8,000,000 of $10,000,000, if not 
more, but once the service is 
com­ 
pleted and thoroughly organized the 
patronage from 20,000,000 of our peo­ 
ple who have,thus far had little op­ 
portunity to enjoy the full benefits of 
the mail service will increase to such 
a marked degree that the additional 
revenue derived will soon reduce the 
present figures, if not entirely wipe 
them out. 
An 
additional 
appropriation 
of 
$500,000 is asked for the current year 
to enable the departm ent to carry 
out its plans for the uninterrupted 
extension of the service.
